Few people feem to con- 
fider how fpeedily the United States, if 
their union Ihould not be broken or para- 
lited by the fcoundrels who arc attempting 
to üivide us, will cake the 
F I R S T RANK a- 
mong the commertial nations of the earth. 
Multitudes of the rifing generation will 
live to fee the maritime ilrength and re- 
fources of this country exceed thofe of any 
other nation on the globe.-—Yet indead of 
learning our own true Hate, and the im- 
portance of diffufingfubilantial knowledge 
and found patriotifm, miííl of our people 
are debating about the relative magnitude 
of the injuries we receive from the contend- 
ing powers of Europe ; or laughing at the 
nonfenfe and Billinfgate «f the foreigners 
who fet up papers in America to vilify one 
another, and our country too. 
Would to 
God we had one Great Geniul, who could 
combine the opinions and animate the fpi- 
rit of Americans—who could roufe the 
people of this country to a fenfe of thcir 
ftrength—raife 
them from the grovelmg 
condition of dependents on the will or the 
intcreft of other nations, and perfuade them 
to take the manly attitude of a 
powerful 
fovcrcignty. 


The progrefs of our commerce and reve- 
nue Gncethe prefent government went in- 
to operation, ought ^t leaft to determine 
oar citisens to refpe¿l themfelves. 


The whole tonnage of the United States 
in 179a, 
fell Oiort of 200,000 tons—it 
now falls but little iliort of 9o»,ooe. 
The 
exports of thefe States reported in the be- 
ginning of that year, amounted to twenty 
millions of dollars—they now amount to 
fixty millions. 
It is not to be expefled 
that this ratio of increafe is to be continu- 
ed ; but we are certain of an augmenta- 
tion of ilrength and Wffaltli which is never 
known in 
Europe.—-——Scarcely a CDun- 
try in Europe doubles its inhabitants in a 
century, even under the moflfavorablc cir- 
cumilanccs 
of peace 
and 
uninterrupted 
indufiry. 
Our country in tlie lame period 
doubles its inhabitants at Icail f>ar tiines, 
and its wealth and refources ilili more fre- 
quently. 


In France, it is calculated tliat natural 
deaths take off one tbirty-fifth 
of th: inha- 
bitanr? annually—in England, one 
thirty- 
third. 
See Buifjn, Pr;cc and others, cn 
thi! f u j j c i t . 


In the nrurthern ftates of Ameiica, the 
annual deathi are not more than cjic in 
seventy oí the inhabitants. 


Li few countrici ui Europe do the birtlu 
exceed the deatiis more than one fifth or a 
seventh. 
In the noi thcrn jiarts oi Ameri- 
ca, the births, on an average, are about 
double the number of deaths. 


With fuch advantages, citizens of Ame- 
rica, no longer fubiuil to be meanly contend- 
ing about a choice of mastas 
or of injurie 
Your "deftinics aie in your ov/n hands."

Sybille had been to convey the Governor- 
General, Earl M ornington, with his fuite, 
from Calcutta to Madras, having at the 
fame time a large amount of fpecie on board 
for the pay o f the Britiili troops in the Car­ 
natic. 
On her return, olT the Sand Heads, 
flie fell in with L a Force ; the Sybille re­ 
ceived two broadfides from her antagonift, 
before (he fired a gun ; bwt when fhs had 
gained the pofition fhe wifned, flie poured 
in fuch a terrible fire upon 
I/a Forte, as 
foon cairitd away all her n;aus, kiJIedthc 
Captain and Hrft Lieutenant, and deftroyed 
about one half of her crew ; receiving her- 
felf but a very trifing injury. 


L a Forte was recently from the lilc of 
France, had been off the Saiid Heads fome 
time, wliere the had taken feveral vefTels, 
among others
